A roinarkahld character who np 
Denied li<±re in Sandwich in the year 
ll'M> was 'Pi n 10th y Kuggles, who came 
from across Buzzurd's Bay from the 
old town of Rochester. He was a 
wouderful specimen — born Oetoner 1 I, 
1711 — ami was pritcti.Htu™ law in lii.s 
native (own, at the agn of twenty-four, 
having previously graduated from 
Harvard Golleije in thu class of 1732, 
tin; vi'iir of lIic birth of (Jeoige Wash- 
ington, ltugglt's was the .SOU of the 
Rochester minister. 'I'll fee years after 
his arrival in Sandwich, in the year 
1739, he iimiingea! to he elected to the 
General Court. Previous to his elec- 
tion, in 1736, he married (he widow 
Ballishebu Newcomb, by whom be had 
six children, Btitlistietta inherited by 
ti former husbantl the ancient tavern 
on the immediate border of Shawme 
]iond, so that, Rugglea from being a 
mere guest, at this wayside inn became 
a landlord, and tlte old sign is not now 
to bo taken down by any means, and 
by the side, of lliu old sign went U|J the 
professional "shingle" of "T. Uugglea, 
attor'ney-atdaw." lie proved himself 
a ninn of various nccornpliuli tnents. 
He practistwl Ritecessfu ! ly at two bars, 
waited on the table and stable, and 
afterwards proved himself a military 
man of more than common mark. It 
was diiliuult fm' a casual observer to 
determine whether he was thu more ex- 
pert at currying a horse or mixing a 
cocktail — impressing his guests must 
on profound principles of statesman- 
ship or in being honest and level-headed 
as umpire on pitching quoits or run- 
ning a foot race. 

After several years of residence in 
Sandwich lie removed to the town of 
Hurdwick, in the county of Worcester, • 
and he represented Hurdwick in the 
Legiulat ure for several years, and was 
Speaker of the House, He went as 
colonel and headed a body of troops to 
join Sir William Johnson in the expe- 
dition to (J row n Point, in I7.'»n, and he j 
was only second in com maud at the fa- 
mous battle of Lake George. Huggles I 
was several years a brigadier general 
under Lord Amherst. He wis at one 
time a judge of the court of common 
pleas, and subsequently chief justice of 
Uie same colli'!.. lie was a delegate 1 

with James Otis and Partridge to the 
eoloidal convention, and was made 
president of that body in l7C. r i. Jle 
was a mail of whom it might truthfully 
be said that he was a man of infinite 
"cheek," being a person of great self 
assurance and bold ami fearless. Mis 
self possession never forsook him, even i 
when driven lo the wall, and his men- j 
tal resources knew no bounds. His j 
sagacity before a jury was remarkable; 
they were often deceived into render- 
ing an unjust, verdict. Coupled with 
all his accomplishments ami qualities, 
he was a first, class demagogue. lb- 
was often pitted against Janes Otis, 
and he was detested by that class of 
men. 

in 177 1 he was an active and deter- 
mined loyalist and torv. He kept 
himself concealed in Huston until the 
city was evacuated; then he sailed 
away for Halifax with the royal troops, 
where he organized a body of three 
hundred refugee troops, ninny of whose 
names are now familiar on the Cape. 
Ruggles died in the province of No\a 
Scotia in 171*5, at, the ripe age of 
eighty-four years, for in September, 
1778, an act was passed by the Legis- 
lature of Massachusetts. Hay prohibit- 
ing, under the pain of death, any of 
such to return after being sent out of 
the province for joining the enemies of 
the country. Htlggles was six feet six 
inches iii height, and had a line anil 
statelv bearing, and was a man of "in- 
linite jeat." It is related, through tra- 
ditional sources, that at the coining ill 
of the Supreme court of judicature at 
Barnstable, about the year I7-P2, head- 
ed by Chid .Justice Lyue, an old and 
decrepit woman came into the com t 
house as a witness, and, not seeing a 
sent at hand, she was directed to take 
the chief justice's seat, and so she in- 
nocently took it. Soon the court, in 
all provincial pomp and circumstance, 
entered, with the accompanying orli 
cers, who announced "The court!' 1 
Whereupon the chief justice, with no 
smnll degree of 'indignation, inquired 
of tho old lady why she was there. 
She 'immediately pointtJ to Ruggles, 
and said: "Thai man told me to take 
this seat." The chief justice ordered 
her to leave his seat, and, after the 
judge had taken his seat, turning to 
Ruggles with a proper degree of indig- 
nation and firmness, said: "Mr. Rug- 
gles, why did vou give this woman my 
seatl" Rugg'es replied: "1 thought it 
a good place for old women!" — Suuil- 
trie// ( Mtusx ) car.

A Co. and Michelson, Brown Si Co. The 
failure is attributed of the failure of Levy 
Bros., in New York, tho particulars of 
which were received here by telegraph. 
A member of t he firm who was -nterviewed 
last evening said : ''Our housu hero in 
Portland had a branch office with Levy & 
Co. in New York. All our clothing was 
manufactured by thorn. We received a 
dispatch the other night stating that on 
account of other largo failures in Now 
York. bevy A f Co. were compelled to make 
an assignment. They hold our accommo- 
dation paper to the amount of $78,000, 
and of course, in order to protect our 
legitimate creditors, we were compelled to 
close our doors at once. Wo notified our 
creditors here personally, and in San 
Francisco by telegraph, and havo con- 
fessed judgment to all legitimate claims. 
Our liabilities, outside of the paper held 
by Levy A Co. , will amount to about 
§70,000. The assets of the firm, consist- 
ing of stuck, etc. , will reach at least §100,-

BLACK con FIsllKRV 
After I had rested a cmiph 
a constant trade with Indians fur curiosi- 
ties can be called rest, I arranged with 
Mr. McGregcr to procure me u quantity 
of "Sl.il," or black cod. lie soon had a 
party of Indians on their way to the west 
coast, and in a few days they returned, 
bringing over one hundred line specimens. 
These were ajilit like codfish and thorough- 
ly sailed in a large vat, and after allowing 
them to remain 1- days in the salt wo 
took them out, and after thoroughly rina- 
ing them in the pickle they had made, we 
piled them up, covered them with planks 
on which heavy stones were placed, and 
so pressed out the pickle. After remain- 
ing four days under this ores uro the fish 
wore firm and h ud and beautifully white. 
As we had no suitable barrels, and as 1 
wished to send the tiah so as to show their | 
form, we made boxes and packed them in 
dry salt, and if this method proves sue- I 
cessful, it will 
preserve 

it will save the expense of ban 
cooperage, and any fisherman or settler 
can make boxes of shakes from the excel- 
lent quality of spruce which abounds on 
all the islands.

When 
once this fish is known ami ml r.nl need in 1 he 
market it will be looked on as mie of tlr.se 
rare luxuries fit for a nobleman's table, a 
treat which epicures will have al any cost.

The method adopted by the I laid. is in 
taking ihe black cod is iugei ious and 
peculiar, differing from any style of fish- 
ery I ever kin w. 

THE LINES. 
The lines are made of kelp, the giant kelp 
of the northern coast, and prepared like the 
kelp lines of the Makidi Indians ol Cape 
I 1 ttery , and 1 he natives of the West ci mst 
ol Vi ncoilvur Island. These lines are 111 
pieces of fifteen or twenty' fathoms each, 
Miid are knotted together so as to form 
one line one hundred fathoms lung, for 
the black cod are only found in dee]) water 1 
of UO to 80 fathoms. 

THE Hooks. 
The hooks are made from (he butts uf 
limbs of hemlock, cut from the heart of , 
old logs. These are split into small 
pieces, then cut or whittled into suitable 1 
shape, then steamed and bent into a form 
which resembles the longitudinal suction 
of a goose eggs. The lower arm of I his egg- 
shaped Implement is turned back so as 
to form ahook, and to this lower arm the 
bait is securely fastened by a lashing of 
twine sinew. This lino is attached to tho 
upper arm which is somewhat flattened at 
the end. Tho two ends of the hook when ' 
not in use press strongly together, but j 
when baited they are kept separate by n 
shoit stick which the fish knocks out when 
he bites the hook and the two parts closing 
together hold him fast by the jaw. From 
80 to 100 of these hooks are fastened to 
the lino, two feet apart and when ready 
for use are sunk to the bottom by 1111 
ingenious contrivance for a sinker, which 
is free from the line when it is pulled 
up. This sinker is a atone, weighing 10 
or 12 pounds. A small kelp line is wound 
around this and held by a loop or bight 
tucked under tho turns, and the end 
made fast to the end of the larger line 
which is then wound around the large 
atone sinker, and a small stone, which 
serves to bind it fast, and as a sort of 
tripping stone. The line is then lowered to 
the bottom and when about lo be pulled 
up, the fisherman gives it a sudden jerk 
which pulls out. the loop, loosens the 
sm ill stone which falls out and this slack- 
ens the line around ihe largo stone which 
also fulls out and thu lino is relieved of its 
weight. The line is only down a few 
minutes, and so plentiful are the black 
cod that very frequently seventy lish will 
be taken at one haul. Foiniorly the In- 
dians made 11 great deal of oil or groas'.e 
from the black cod which was used as 
food, but of Into years they seem to have 
abandoned the fishing but evince an eager 
desire to again commence the business 
now that they think they can sell the 
fish to tho whites. Not only should they 
bo encouraged, hut white men should be 
induced to try their luck at a lucrative, 
but hitherto unknown kind of fishing. 

Tho black cod are caught 111 deep water 
at the entrance to Fuca Strait and all 
along the coast, but seem to abound un 
tho weat coast of Queen Charlotte Islands. 
Tho reason why they have not been 
sought after is tho great depth of water 
wliuro they are found but this method of 
the Haldtt seem to point out a way by 
which white mun can make this fishing 
available and it is certainly Worth the ex- 
periment. 

VISIT TO SOUTHERN VILLAGES. 

After I had got the black cod salted I 
wont to visit the villages of Skedaus, 
Cuaishowa, Laakceh, Ac , and was ab- 
sent ono week and made a most, int.erosl - 
ing collection of Indian curiosities. 

CROW AND SNA I I. SOUP. 

One morning at Laakech 1 not iced one 
of tho large slimy snails, or idugs, crawling 
on the floor and I threw the disgusting 
thing in tho tiro. EllswTieh,thc Indian, .who 
took mo froip Skidegalu, asked if white 
men eat those snails. I said they had not 
acquired (hut art. He said thai Indiana 
do nut eat them, but Chinamen do. He 
and a number of Haid.ns were :it Port Ea 
sington last year and they saw the China 
men make a stew of crows and slugs. 
t'Chinaman had big kettle," said he, "and 
he put in plenty crows and two buckets 
slugs, and ho boil them and make soup, 
and lot Chinamen sit round that kettle 
and eat up all dial soup, ymt bet. China- 
men aay he berry good; but Indian nay 
bah, no good." I mention this for the 
benefit of my friend Air. Waite, who doea 
Hot beliovo in crow soup; at least he does 
not "hanker after if" any more than I 
do. Who oali say but. that this new _;iia 
tromnuic discovery of the almond-eyed 
native of the llowery nation may yet be 
found on the fashionable tables uf thu 
Driard House in Victoria or Delinoiiico's 
in Now York. 

1 have often heard the remark that 
whatever un Indian will eal will nut poison 
a white man. Bui Indians will not eat 
crow and snail soup, and I am not prepared 
to add it to my bill of fare, but think it a 



goc l mess for Chinamen to add to their 
sua slugs, sharks' fins, cats and other offal. 
THE WEATHER . 

During tho whole of my tour of tho is- 
lands from June to the last of September ( 
the weather has been exceptional, but 
southeast winds with much rain has been I 
the rule, and sunshine and northwest or I 
summer winds the exception. All the 1 
white residents I conversed with were 
united in their testimony of this being tho j 
worat season for the past seven years, and j 
my experience on the west coast was that ! 
the summer of 1883 has been very stormy 
and disagreeable, and consequently I was 
unable to extend my observations to the 
southern portion of the group. I had 111- 
tended visiting every village on the islands I 
but the delay at MusSett, and the un- j 
usually lengthened voyage around the ■ 
west coast, had so encroached on my time I 
that 1 concluded to avail myself of thu 
kind oiler of Mr. Sterling to tako passage 
to Victoria on his little steamer Skidegate. j 
I take this opjiortunity to acknowledge j 
my obligations to William Charles, Esq., 
chief factor of the Hudson Bay Co.. to 
Dr. J. W. Pmvell, Indian commissioner, 
and Messrs. McQuadeA: Co., uf Victoria, 
II. li.
